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OATES GIVES HIS OPINION

He Prepares a Report on the Homestead
Trouble and Gives it to the Presa

IT IS A VERY INTERESTING DOCUMENT

e Finds Littie to Condomn in the Actlon
of the Company—His Report ReJected
by the Congresslonsl Committes
ol Investigntion,

Wasnixarox, D, O, Aug. 0.—Mr. Oates,
ohairman of the subcommittes of the house,
which ‘ovestigated the labor troubles at
Homestead and the conaesction of the Pinker-
ton detectives thorewith, submitted a report
to the comynitiee which was not agreed Lo
No memvek questioned its correctness, its
statoments of facts, or conclusions drawn
therelrom, but the ropublican members of
the commities would not nssent Lo what he
sild upon the tarifl und & majority of the
demoerstic memuvers thought it impolhtie to
maokeany report until the entire Investign -
tion was complated, whicn could rot be done
before the socond session of vongress, Thero-
fore a postponement of the report was wade
until next winter,

The report prepared by Mmr. Oates having
been rejucted by the committes, he today
gave it to the public us his individual oplunion
of the mutters jnvestignted,

Bynopsis of the Kejeoted Report,

The roport recites the fuots which led up
fo tho strike av Homestesad and gives an
nccount of the disastrous ending of tho at-
tempt to lana the Plokertons, Thoe roport
suys that the Plnkertons who surrendered
wore brutally and outrageously treated,
principaily by women and boys, and Mr,
Oatos is loath to belleve that any of these
women are native Americans, o says that
the indignitios to which thoy wore subjootod
were a disgrace to civillzation, \

Mr, Oates nsks whether the Uarnegio firm
was justified, in good oconscicnce, in pro-
poding the reduciion in wuees, I anawer"
he says, “"tunt Mr. Frick declined to state
tho cost of & ton of Bessemer stoel billets
and the lnbor cost, The men wera paid sat-
lnlnctnr‘\: wages, but the work much abbre-
viatas the natueal poriod of ife and should
be wall paia for."

Ho thinks that the company shonld have
some of the beoelits of the profits resulting
from the use of improved machinery,

He condemns the McKinley law forits
failure to bepefit the Amorican workmnn and
says the promises made to the oporatives
bave disappointing, Fad Mr, Frick stated
the bottom facis to the committea thoy
would Lave agreed that the proposition to
reduca wages was justifinble, but they look
Issue with bim in his eonclusion that the tarift
did not cause a decline In prices,

Had Beon Kind to Its Employes.

Mr, Ouatos finds further that the conduet of
the compuny toward Its employes was kind
m many respects, It loaned them monoy at
low Interest to bulld them homes snd never
foreclosed mortgages, but in the negotiations
the ofMivors did not exevcise paticnce, indulg-
onco and solicitude, and My, Frick, accord-
Ing to the roport, who Is a business man of
groat intellizonce, seems to have beon too
stern, brusgue and somewhat autooratic.

Mr. Oatcs is persunded Lhut had Mr,
Frick appealoed to the reason of the omployoes
and shown Lthe state of the company's affuirs
tha reduction might have been mudo and no
troubie have followed.

Mr. Oates find that tne Ponnsylvaoia law
combines to prevent Mr. Frick from employ-
foee Pinkerton men as watohmen st Home-
stend, butsays that under the clreumstanecs
it bud not done so, He made overtures to
the Pinkortons before the negotistious with
the men were Interrupted, and did not ap-

al to the county or state authorities in the

rst (nstance for protection. He assorts
that Sherif MceUleary is n very tnefielent
officer, .but suys that bad Mve. Frick aided
him ana joined in his appeal to the governor,
instend of employing Pinkortons, the state
would bave furmshed a suficient forco wo
have protected the property.

Condemuns the Workingmen,

Mr. Outes condomns as unlawful the aots
of the workmen in turning away the sherift
aud as insulting In banging in effigy Messrs,
Frick and Potter. Heo says {t was the pur-
poso of the Amulgamated ussocintion to pre-
vent the employment of nonunion men, and
ho declaves that no organization has a right
1o enforeo i1ts wishes by stronghonded deli-
ance of tho law. The men had no legal right
to resist tho coming of the Pinkertons and
aro answerable to thoe Pennsylvania courts,

In conelusion Mr. Guates finds thut con-
gress bas no power over the question ln-
yvolved, The eaactment of & satisfuctory ar-
bitration law 15 well-uigh impossible. As to
whether congress has the power to regulate
or suppress Piokerton men Mr, Oates savs
he has no conclusion to oxpress uatil the
complotion of the iuvestigati on next session,

CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS.

Intoresting New Doenments Respecting
His Lile and Character.

The discovery by the superintendent
of the Military Archives of Madrid of
documents, probably setting nt rest the
doubts that formerly existed as to the
birthplace of Columbus, must have
awnkened new intorest in the history of
the most renowned discoverer of the
rast, snys the Glasgow Times, 1t s to
w noted, howover, that the documents
only aflirm tradition, for Genoa hns
always beon the admiral’s nceredited
birthpluee. But il the discovery should
load to nothing but a more careful in-
vestigation of the records of his Inter
history, it will hnyvo been of use.

The charncter of Columbus has bean
grently misunderstood, and his G600
biographers have in turninvested him
with the glory of the religious hero and
the contumely of the ill-tempered and
erack-bhroined ndvonturer, Animpartial
eritic must admit, indeed, that he was
somuething of both, though move of the
hero than the adventurer, nnd that his
biographers linve erred considerably in
what Mr, It L. Stevenson would call
their “point of view."

Edueated, as it Is supposed, in the
local schools of Genoa, and for a short
period at the University of Pavia, the
youthful Columbus must have come in
close contact with the scholars of the
day. Naturally of religious tempera-
ment, the piety of the learned would
early impress him, nand to this may pos-
sibly be nttributed the feeling that he
had beon divinely solected, which re-
muined with him until his death,

P'hors is little donbt that he began his
carecr as o snilor, ut the age of 14, with
the sole object of plunder. The Indies
wers tho constant atteaction for the nn-
tives of Venice uand Genon: the
Maditerranean and the Adrintic weroe
fillod with tressure ships. In thes=e cire-
cumstances it {8 not to be wondered that
the sea possessod o wonderful faseinn-
tion for the youth of these towns. This
upulr_ﬂw‘s wins the constunt envy of Spaiy
and Portugal, and Columbus was soon
attracted to the latter country by the
desire of Prince Henry to discover u
southern route to the Indies. It was
while in Portugal that he began to be-
lieve that his mission on enrth wus to ba
the discoveror of n new route to the land
of gold—"the white man's god.” Ior
ten years he resided in Lisbon, from
time to time making short voyages, but
for the most purt engnged drawing
maps to procure himsell a living. Here
he married, heve his son Diego was
born, and here his wile, wiho died at an
early age, was buried,

Toseanello at this time advanced the
theory that the earth was round, and
Columbus at once enterved into corres-
pondenco with him on the subject and
was groatly impresged with tho views
of the Florentine scientist, both as to
the sphericity of the world and the won-
ders of the Asiatic reglon. Heresy-
hunting was thena favorite pustime,
and Columbus, in accepting those the-
ories, ran no small risk of losing his life,
Portugal and Franee in turn rejected
his offers to  ndd to their depondencios
by his discoveries, and though his
brother found mwany in England willing
to give him the necessary ships to start
on his adventures, Spain, after much
importuning on the part of the explor-
er, forestalled our pwn country,

Then followad his four eventfui voy-
ages with all their varying fortunes,
pnd his denth, when over 70 years of
age, in n wretched condition of poverty.
The ready vonsideration of theories, not
only dangerous, but so astoundiog in
their charactor as to throw discredit on
those who ndvanced them, shows him to
have been o man of intellectual courngo,
Humility wuas another teait of his char-
aeter, and in all his life it cannot be
suid that he actea in any way but an
honest nnd  steaigntforward manner
toward his fellow men,

It is true, no doubt, that his recogni-
tion of slavery somewhat dims his repu-
tation, He sold muny Indians os slaves,
but it should be remembered that
sluvery pravailed at the time, und it was
only on his second voyage, when hard
yressed for means to reimburse the
spanish treasury for the immense ex-
pense of the expedition that he resorted
to the bartor bil human Hesh., Indead,
his friendly relutions with the nutives
show that us n rule he must have treated
them in the kindly manner which chur-
nctorized all his actions,

Throughout the reverses of his long
career, whether received with sneers,
lauded as n beneluctor of his country,
put in chains by eralty fellow-subjects,
or defrauded by un unscrupulous prince
of the profits of his discoveries, he con-
tinued a man of an eminsntly lovable
character, kind to his family, his sorv-
ants, and even his enemies, Ameoricans
aroe 1o do honor at the Culumbian éxhi-
bition to the name of him who, though
not the first white man to land on the
shores of the new world, was the (irst to
colonize its fertile islunds. Not only
Ameoricn, but the whole world mmay em-
ulate his virtues with advantage; for,
even now, justice and merey, cournge
und meekness do not always abide to-
gether,

The
English, Germans and French recoguize this
aod pack their froight accordingly. They
also protoot it from the weather and do a
dozen littla things that plonse the natives,
wiile the Amorican ships his goods just as
he would from one store to another.

No account has been taken of loss on ao-
count of premium paid on bonds, nor of loss
oceasioned by refundiug our bonds at a lower
rate of luterest, uor of tbe severa taxalion
that bas been fmposed on national banks.
The truthfuiness of these general stutemeonts
mude from the records of the Treasury de-
partment is borne out fully by practice, as
the reports of the comptroll :rof the currency
for the last two or three years will show,
Nearly all of the opationsl banks have for
some vears taken out the minimum of eiron-
lation required by law, and hundreds aod
bundreds of tbem have reduced them to Lhe
lowost evb, ns they found the high sanog Huc-
tuating markets have made their losses upon
bonds excecd the profits by way of nterest
coupons. The “profit and lnss" ledeers of
nil national banks show frequent losses on
account of reductions in premiums unon
bonds, they haviug gone down something
like 10 per cent within the last year or two.

More Money in State Banks,

Dividends bave not been as large with
natione]l banks ss they were with state
banks, ‘I'ne average in the whole country
has peen 5 por cent by national banks on cap-
ital from 1804 Lo 1875, and only 4 per eant on
capital and surplus.

The natiousl buuks have beon subject to &
heavy tax. Tho states have Insisted upon
taxing the shares as personsl property,
while the Fovnrumunt bas imposed n tax of
one-half of 1 per cent semi-annunliy upon
circulation, one-half of 1 per cent on de-
posits, and one-nalf of 1 per cent on capital
not invested in United States bonds, It
would apnear that our national banks from
18064 1o 1851 paid 10 taxes to the government
180,000,000, the toral tax paid by national
banks to states und the governmont during
that time  havioe been robably
double thut wmmount, or $200,000,000,
Aud they bave paid to the government in
taxes down 1o the present vme over $140,-
000,000, T'ne tax on deposits nnd Lthe taxes
imposed on capital not invested in United
States bonds were repenled in 1843, for if
suoh had not been the case the profits eatire
would bave been wiped out.

A Now Hallot Box.

The board of election commissioners
of San [Francisco have awarded a con-
tract for 200 ballot boxes ut n cost of $11
ench. The box is a eylindrical vessel of
gavanized iron about two and a half
feet in loagth and nine inches in diame-
ter, At euch end a dinmond-gshaped
window, something less than five inches
square and supplied with heavy plate
glass, permits a full view of the interior,
A second metallie eylinder is incasad
within the outer one, and by means
of a handle on the exterioris [ree
o turn in either direction for a short
istnnce. A long, narrow aperture run-
ing the entire longth of the upper side
f the box s designed for the passuge of
the bllot to the Inside., Immedintely
after the ticket hns passed through the
slot a slight turn of the outer handle
enuses a partinl revolution of the inner
eylinder, thus closing the aperture,

he disndvantages of bolts or stuples
have been removed by the pres-
ence of small holes  through
both eylinders, and also through one of
the end pieces, By means of these an
improved style of padlock connects the
movably portions of the box when the
slot is open, and also when closed. Small
iron supports elevate the box slightly
from its resting place, and by menns of
a handle at ona of the ends the entire
arcangement muy be easily earriod.

NEW SOUTH WALKS EXHIDIT,

Promier DIbbs Thinks the Falr Directors
Have Been Unifnlre,

New Yonk, Aug, 0,—Sir Goorge 1ibbs, the
premier of New South Wales, arcived hers
todny, and ho does not feol kindiv toward
the managomont of the World's fair, Ae-
cordingly the exhibit of New Nouth Wales,
which is about the only Euglish colony that
intends to exhibit, promises to be a fallure,
and this is what he says:

“Now Houth Wales was almost the only
cotony that intended to exhibit.  Our exhibi-
tion will now ba ore-fourth of what it would
have been If the Chleago managers had
dealt, with us ns we had been promised,
They sent an ageat, by what authority 1 do
not know, who promised overyihing we
mighs desire in the way of spaca and accom-
modutions. After we had commitied ourselves
and sooat about £100,000, they told us that
Lo ngont was acting without nutbority and
that we could not have space at all ndeguate
toour wants, The rvesult wiil be taat it will
practically ruln our exhibit. Our ex hibiy
will bo largely in raw waterials, Tho trou-
ble {s that they are llko American raw ma-
terinis ana will muke no particular showing
Boparated,

“'We wanted to make our exhibit en bloc.
To classify it will only be to wenken it. Wo
watted s colleetive exhioit, but tho fair ar.
rangements do not allow of fooussing, and
without that I cannot seo what advantage
thore is in tho colony's exhibitine, If our
woods havoe to be In one place, our gold in
another, our silver and wools seattered about
Among various buildings, thoe advantuge to
us of such i display becomes very doubtful.

‘1 am suro that If we nad learned av fest
what we have since learned, we would not
Lave oxhibited at all, The troublo is we
hiwve gono too far to back out now. As it is,
our exhitit will be a fallure to alarge extent.
1 do not think the colonv will ever exhibit
ngam, My vote and fnfluence shall always
Do apainst it, at least, Of course we did not
expect to rival Amervica and other old ¢oun-
tries. As I lianve said our exhibit would
have beon chiofly in raw materials, but it
would kave had nn eloment of novelty that

would have made it luteresting to even
Amertcans, As it Is, it will be n miserable
fallure.

*You may put it down, tke feoling Is very
bitver throughout Ergland. They have an
fdon thal the fair is not being manazed with
the usuul intelligence that Americans bring
Lo bear on such big enterpriscs.

“Our most interesting exhivit will probably
be in wool, merino wools. There hns bean a
great deal of tali as to whether they stould
boadmitted duty free. Well, wo dou't care
whether they are or not, You have got to
huave our fiue ¢lass wool to mix jwith your
COMIS®  WOOls, It mokes no differenco
whetker yon get them direot or go to Lonaon
for thom. [t is a wonder to me that the in-
telligence of the people of Amerles cannot
seo that.

“T'he telsgraphors of tho Unlon Pacific are
80 thoroughly organized that virtually all of
thom arve members ol the order, A strike at
this time would bo mora inconvement than
ordiuarily becanse of tho heavy pussenger
business on aceount of the Denver conclave,
there bewng lifvy specind trains for that
traftic, but the service could be hnndled by a
train schedule. The groatest difeulty woula
be o handling fealght; partioulociy the fast
trains  with  froit  and  wa from the
coast, The superintendent of tole-
graph, has received applications for positions
1 anticipation of a sirike, but it would tuke
some time to  fill all the placos and and the
business of the road would suffer,"

Feellng in Western Unlon Clreies,

Some of the Western Unlon operators wero
agituted vesterday by a fear that they might
be ordered to do the work of the r.ﬂ:rong in the
ovent, of a strike. While Superintendent
Dickey would not deny thut thes Western
Unlon might render some assistance if ealled
oo, he said po maun under him wonld bo re-
quired to do such work ngainst bis will and
he did not bellave the Union Paclfie would
ovun sk it. It 1s the polioy of his company
to keep out of rho affairs of the rallway
telogrupbors. Tho only timoe it has booome
Involved I ons of these stylkes was ot Bl
Paso, when the Southera Pacitic operators
waora out. The Westars Unfon bas n con-
truct with most of the rallrosds o forward
thoir messages Lo polots off theie own  line,
and It1s under a penslty to earey out the
contract. A Southern Pactfic ofMoinl sent a
messnko 1o somo point on wnother system
and the Western Unlon oporators at 1l
Paso refused to repeit it from that oftice,
Superintendent Dickey gave them the ope
tlon of forwarding tho message, as It
was under contract to do, or throwing
up their positions. 'I'ne operators quit, snd
others wore ordered from Denver %o take
thele places, while men from Omahn were
sent to fill tho vacancies at Deaver. The
Western Union, Me, Diokey explains, was
meraly malntalning Iws own service, and the
El Paso Incident, e suys, was the nesrost
nis rumFuny hus gome to bolug luvolved in e
strike of rallrond tolographors,

Whon usked what offect the threatened
strike would have on Western Unlon businoss
Mr. Dickey said it would close u groat many
offlces temporurily. U'ho Western Upion has
Indepondent offioes aL nbout ono-tenth of the
Uniou Peclfic stations, and st the otliors the
rallway operators handle the business, Some
of these, like Columbus and Contral City, are
lmportant towns, but a great wany sre smull
places, novsending & dozen cominorcinl wmos:
sigos o weok, Quite n number of the Unlon
Paoitio points can be renched by wuy of other
rallronds, but thore are long stretohes of the
former road that would be eut off from the
rest of the world, Hetwoen Kearney snd
Cheyenno for example, there Is but one poloy
thut can be reached by snother nllwl.d. and
there s cone from Choyende to gdeu,
Most of those isolaten polits aro so un!mm
Ltant, however, thint the disturbsooce and
to the Westerns Unlon would be gompars.
